MESSAGE FROM JUANNE HEMSOL, DIRECTOR -- SHIRLEY MCNAUGHTON, PROGRAMME CONSULTANT 


The past few months have been encouraging ones for B.C.I. As a result of 
financial support from the Ontario Society for Crippled Children, plans have 
been completed for the B.C.I. to return to the Ontario Crippled Children's 
Centre in the fall of 1979. 


Exciting plans will be completed in September of 1979 for the initiation of a 
Blissymbolics Assessment and Programme Support Service (BAPSS) at the Ontario 
Crippled Children's Centre. The new programme will function within the 
0.C.C.C.'s range of services and will strengthen Blissymbolic instruction for 
the Blissymbol users of Ontario and for non-Ontario residents as they apply for 
assessment and programme assistance. 


The Institute and the Service will both be housed on the second floor of the 
Centre in space which is being created for this purpose. This presents a 
unique opportunity for the administrative, training and international functions 
of B.C.I. to work closely with the Service which is involved in the practical 
application of Blissymbols. The BAPSS is also involved in research and 
development of technical aids which is a further link with B.C.I. 


The B.C.I. will continue under the direction of Juanne Hemsol; the new 0.C.C.C. 
service programme will be under the direction of Shirley McNaughton who will 
also serve as Programme Consultant to 8.C.1I. 


We are confident that the close liaison of B.C.I. and the BAPSS will provide a 
structure capable of meeting the many challenges ahead. Details of the BAPSS 
will be made available through future Bulletins and mailings.

In April, 1979, a Blissymbolics Resource 
Centre was established at the University 
of Alabama in Birmingham. 


The DESEMO project at the Center for 
Developmental and Learning Disorders 
(DESEMO stands for “Demonstration of 
Service Modalities for the Non- 
Communicative Developmentally Disabled"). 
The project has linked the Alabama 
Department of Mental Health, the 
University of Alabama, the University 
Affiliated Programs (some 45 university 
settings in the United States), and 
various community and residential 
facilities. 


They are working at the present time 
primarily with the retarded in 
designing assessment and rehabilitation 
programs, with communication needs as 

a focus.

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The lack of regional Blissymbol 
training prompted Pam to establish 
the Resource Centre. A workshop is 
planned for July and another is 
scheduled for February, 1980.
